The firſt European In- 
habitants there, being private Adventurers, 
neither numerous, nor rich, nor certain of 
Succeſs, nor unanimous in Belief, eſtabliſhed 
in ſeveral, Provinces no Form whatever of 
publick Worſhip and Inſtruction. Too ma- 
ny of them carried but little Senſe of Chriſtia- 
nity abroad with them: A great Part of the 
reſt ſuffer d it to wear out gradually: and 
their Children grew of courſe to have yet 
leſs than they: till in ſome Countries there 
were ſcarce any Footſteps of it leſt, beyond 
the mere Name. No Teacher was known, 
no Religious Aſſembly held; the Lord's Day 
diſtinguiſhed only by more general Diſſolute- 
neſs; the Sacrament of Baptiſm not admini- 
ſtred for near twenty Years together, nor that 
of the Lord's Supper for near ſixty, amongſt 
many thouſands of People, who did not de- 
ny the Obligation of theſe Duties, but lived 
notwithſtanding in a ſtupid N eglect of them. 

Such was the State of things in more of 
our Colonies than one: and where it was 
a little better, it was however lamentably 
bad, Some Perſons appear very deſirous of

Poſſi- mu 
bly, indeed, they might have been delivered tin 
from this Evil, by that of Popery ; which alm 
always taking Advantage of Ignorance and titu 
Profaneneſs, had already begun to ſpread: whi 
and dreadful was the Alternative of one or oth 
the other. In theſe Circumſtances the poor onl 
Inhabitants made, from all Parts, the moſt ſtr 
| affecting Repreſentations of their deplorable long 
| Condition: the Truth of which was but too Il © 

fully confirmed by their reſpective Governors, 1 

and the Perfons of principal Note in each wer 
| Province. There could not be worthier Ob- Wr 
= jets of Regard, than ſuch Complainants. prot 
| And if they who remained inſenfible did iti 


| not deſerve pity ſo much, they wanted it cha 
| ſtill more. The Society therefore, in Pro- Wol 
| portion to their own Ability, and the Need by 1 
of each Place, firſt ſent over Miffionaries, able 
| to perform the Offices of Religion amongſt Cor 
| them; then Schoolmaſters, to inſtruct their 
Children: in the Principles of it: who, after 

enduring 
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enduring much Contradiction of Sinners, x and 
going through a great Variety of Labours and 
Difficulties ; have, through the Bleſſing of 
God, made a remarkable Change in the Face 
of Things, and laid a noble Ground-work, 
of what, we hope, will every Day be carry- 


ing on towards Perfection. But at preſent * 


much remains to be done. Multitudes con- 
tinue, as before, in a thoughtleſs Diſregard to 
almoſt every Part of Chriſtianity : and Mul- 
titudes alſo are daily petitioning for Help: 
which to ſome we cannot give at all; and to 
others ſo little, that they have Divine Service 
only once in many Weeks; and ſeveral Di- 
ſtricts of ſixty, ſeventy and eighty Miles 
long, have but one Miniſter to officiate in 
each of them. 

The next Object of the Society's Concern, 
were the poor Negroes. Theſe unhappy 
Wretches learn, in their Native Country, the 
groſſeſt Idolatry, and the moſt ſavage Diſpo- 
ftions: and then are ſold to the beſt Pur- 
chaſer : ſometimes by their Enemies, who 
would elſe put them to Death; ſometimes 
by their neareſt Friends, who are either un- 
able or unwilling to maintain them. Their 
Condition in our Colonies, though it cannot

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but immerſed in the vileſt Superſtitions, and 
engaged in almoſt perpetual Wars againſt 
each other, which they proſecute with Bar- 
barities unheard of amongſt the reſt of Man- 
_ kind: implacable in their Reſentments, when 
once provoked ; boundleſs in their Intempe- 
rance, when they have Opportunities for it, 
and at ſuch Times miſchievous in the highelt 
Degree: impatient of Labour, to procure 
themſelves the common Conveniencies of 
Life; inhumanely negligent of Perſons in 
Vears; and, if Accounts of ſuch Things may 
be credited, not ſcrupling to kill and eat their 
neareſt Relations, when the long Expedi- 
tions they make, for hunting or againſt 
Enemies, have reduced them to Straits. Now 
theſe poor Creatures alſo, diligent Endea- 
vours have been uſed to enlighten and re- 
claim, on ſuch Occaſions, and by ſuch Me- 
thods, as were leaſt ſuſpicious. For without 
due Precautions, Harm would be done, in- 
ſtead of Good, where natural Jealouſy is ſo 
induſtriouſly fomented by an artful Neigh- 
bour. And after all Precautions, it cannot 
be an caſy Work, to convert Nations, whoſe 
Manners are ſo uncultivated ; whoſe Lan- 
= guages are ſo different, ſo hard to learn, and 
| 4 0 little adapted to the „ of Religion 
with 
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with whom we ſcarce ever contract Affinities; 
and who ſeldom continue long enough in the 
fame Place, to let any good Impreſſions fix

into Habits. Vet notwithſtanding theſe Dif- 


ficulties, which fruſtrated formerly a very 
expenſive Attempt, another hath been made 
of late; and, through the Bleſſing of God, 


hath ſo reformed and improved the Morals 


together with the Notions of one Indian 
Tribe,“ that we cannot but hope the reſt 
will be induced, by ſeeing their Happineſs, 
to follow their Example. 
Lou have now heard in brief the State of 
our Colonies, with reſpe& to our Religion. 
And were the Proſpect of farther Succeſs 
much ſmaller than it is; yet our Rule would 
be, to do our Duty, and leave the Event to 
Heaven. Perſons of unwilling or deſpond- 
ing Minds may eaſily find Arguments to 
prove every good Deſign unpromiſing, or 
even impracticable. But the natural Dictate 
of Piety and Virtue is, to try. And the ex- 
preſs Command of our bleſſed Lord is, that 
the Goſpel be preached to every Creature. 
Nor is only the Offer of Inſtruction to Hea- 
thens, but the Continuance of it- for ever

Body.! By endeavouring to our Power that Str 
theſe things be done; we ſhall pay Obedience In 
to his Authority, and imitate his Example: M. 
we ſhall give a Proof to our own Hearts, 
that we are indeed his Diſciples; and con- 
vince the World, that Zeal for Religion is 
not yet extinguiſhed : we ſhall habituate our- 
ſelves to the moſt amiable of Virtues, Good- 
will to Mankind in the moſt important of 
their Intereſts: we ſhall ſerve the Purpoſes 
of Providence; which have their Accom- 
pliſhment, whether Men will hear, or whe- 
ther they will forbear : | and how much fo- 
ever we may labour in vain with reſpect to 
others; yet our Judgment will be with the 
Lord, and our Work with our God.m 

But the fame God hath promiſed, -that his 
Truth ſhall finally prevail upon Earth. And 
though we cannot ſay, at what Time or by 
what Degrees this Promiſe ſhall be fulfilled ; 
yet we have room to hope, that every fin-

backward to acknowledge them. Near a 
hundred Churches have been "built : above 


ten thouſand! Bibles and Common- Prayers, 


above a hundred thouſand other pious Tracts 


diſtributed: great Maltitudes, upon the whole, 


of Negroes. and Indian brought over to the 
Chriſtian Faith: many numerous Congrega- 
tions have been ſet up; which now ſapport

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W it was not known before: and ſeventy y 
Perſons are conſtantly employed, at the Ex- MW « 
pence of the Society, in the farther Service 
of the Goſpel. All this, we grant, makes 
but a ſmall Appearance, in a Tract of Land, 
extending ſixteen hundred Miles. But it is 
an encouraging Specimen however, of what 
longer Time and more liberal; Aſſiſtance wp 
. 1 2 
Both dbe Hopes and the . 
porting Chriſtianity amongſt our own People 
there, are juſt the ſame as here at home. 
And though the Negros and Indians are pre- 
judiced againſt it, and but poorly qualified, 
in compariſon, to judge of the Evidence of 
it; yet they and all Men have the Work of 
the Law written in their Hearts, their Con- 
| ferences alſo bearing witneſs.9 They may be 
convicted but too eaſily of tranſgreſſing evi- 
dent Duties of Nature: and when once they 
ſee their need of Repentance and Pardon, 
they will gladly receive the Goſpel of Chriſt, 
of which theſe two are the diſtinguiſhing A- 
ticles. It will appear in itſelf infinitely pre 
ferable to what they have believed hitherto. 
Tha :Tenohers of it will appear, both from

their ſuperior Knowledge and good Lives, 
worthy of Credit. The Profeſſors of it a- 
round them, will bear a Teſtimony to it, in 
ſome reſpects the ſtronger, for their being 
often condemned by it. And if ſuch Argu- 
ments do not amount, after all, to the high- 
eſt Evidence, they afford however very ra- 
tional Motives of Aſſent, eſpecially to Per- 
ſons capable of no farther Information: and 
were theſe Motives weaker than they are, yet 
the Grace of God producing by them ſo 
powerful an Effect on the Minds of Men, 
we undoubtedly approve ourſelves, by pro- 
poſing them, His Miniſters for the Happi- 
neſs of our Fellow - Creatures; and may juſt- 
ly be confident, that he who hath begun a good 
Work in them, will perform it“ perfectly. 

But perhaps not our Succeſs, but the Uſe 
and Benefit of it, will be called in queſtion. 
Now of this, we apprehend, there is abun- 
dant Proof. The bare Profeſſion and outward 
Appearance of ſuch a Religion as the Chri- 
ſtian is, if taught in any tolerable Purity, 
muſt have ſome right Influence : and the Bo- 
dy of a People cannot go the utmoſt Lengths 
in Wickedneſs, whilſt that Appearance ſub-

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if it were loſt, as we have not experienced, 
we are not apt to conſider. But a little Re- 


flexion on the Number and Strength of hu- 
man Paſſions, and the Abilities we have of 
finding Means to gratify them, would give 
us a high Value of whatever hath any peculi- 
ar Force to reſtrain them. The one Inſtitu- 
tion of a Day of holy Reſt, is not only, un- 
der prudent Regulations, a great Refreſh- 
ment to the Bulk of Mankind; but greatly 
tends to.civilize them alſo, by uniting Neigh- 
bourhoods in formed Aſſemblies, to acknow- 
ledge their common Dependance on God, 
and Relation to each other, with Hearts diſ- 
engaged from ſelfiſh Attentions, and open to 
friendly Regards. Nor is it poſſible, be they 
ever ſo negligent Hearers of publick Worſhip 
and Inſtruction, but conſiderable Impreſſions, 
at leaſt general ones, muſt remain upon their 
Minds. And moſt evidently the Imprefſions 
of Religion diſpoſe Men to every Thing pro- 
ductive of common Good: To Juſtice and 
Veracity and the Reverence of an Oath, with 
out which the Intercourſe of Man with Man 
is not a Moment ſafe: to Faithfulneſs, Duty 
and Love in the ſeveral Relations of Life, 
publick and Private: to Mildneſs, Chatity 


and Compaſſion i in their whole Behaviour: to

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Sobriety and Induſtry, the Pillars of national 
Wealth and Greatneſs: and to that [joyful 
Hope of a better World, which is our trueſt 
Direction, and firmeſt Support, in every 
Stage of our Journey through This. Many 
more Perſons will be thus influenced in vari- 
ous Degrees, than are uſually obſer ved: for a 
regular, inoffenſiye Behaviour affords little 
Matter of Speculation and Diſcourſe. And 
though ſtill the Generality may be bad; yet, 
if left to themſelves, they would certainly 
p have been worſe. Every body owns, that 
. I rong Belief hath great Power to deprave 
Men's Morals. Surely then a right one muſt 


2 have ſome Power to reform them. And if 
ot. ſo much as might be wiſhed; this is no 
Ne more an Argument againſt the Uſefulneſs of 
ir Religion, than of Reaſon: but a ſtrong Ar- 
ns eument, why Both ſhould be cultivated to 
ro. che utmoſt; and carefully applied to ſo im- 


nd portant a Purpoſe, If our Colonies had not 
experienced great Evils from the Decay of 
Chriſtianity amongſt them; they would ne- 
xr have petitioned us ſo earneſtly for Inſtru- 
tion in it, as they have done. And if they 
had not experienced great Good from the Re- 
ſtoration of it, that Earneſtneſs would never 
ave continued, as it doth, to this Day.

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But another common Benefit of propa- 
cating Chriſtianity in our Colonies 1s, that 
thus we ſhall hinder Corruptions of Chriſtia- 
nity from prevailing there, and ſharing with 
Profaneneſs a divided Empire over the Land. 
If no authorized Teachers are ſent, ſome In- 
ducement or another will raiſe voluntary ones 
from time to time: and very poſſibly the leſs 
reaſonable their Doctrine is, the more it may 
be hearken'd to. For Sentiments of Religi- 
on, as for want of due Cultivation they quite 
wear out of ſome Minds; ſo in others they 
degenerate into Superſtition or Enthuſiaſm. 
And accordingly many pernicious Errors, be-

The Quakers, 
having applied themſelves with great Induſtry to obtain an 
uncommon Majority in the Aſſembly, though they are not above 

one third of the People in Number, refuſed to make any Pre. 
21 in of Neceſſaries for the Troops to be raiſed in that Pri- 
©ince, as being a thing repugnant to their Religions Princi- 
piles, though his Majeſty had notified under his Sign Mani. 
al, that he expected it from them. Soon aſter this they ad- 
journed for above five Weeks; though the Governor mad: 
fAtrong Inſtances to the contrary, ſetting forth, That as the nem 
Levies were in want of every thing, even Houſes 10" cover 
their Heads, He was hourly apprehenſive of their committing 
ſome Diſorders. And being called together again by him in 
about a Fortnight, inſtead of raiſing any Money, they made 
a Complaint, that many of their Servants had been inlil- 
ed; and. demanded the Reſtitution of them. The Gover 
nor anſwer'd, that they might eaſily have prevented this In- 
convenience, and might till eafily remedy it, by Method: 
which he pointed out to them; that he had done what he 
could to relieve them, and would continue to do ſo ; but that 
forcing out of his Majeſty's Troops at once all the Servant 
in them, would be unreaſonable and unjuſt, very detrimen- 
tal to the Service, and very dangerous to the publick Peace 
Yet notwithſtanding theſe Repreſentations, and though Mr. 
Penn one of their Proprietors, many Merchants and other 
Inhabitants of Philadelphia, and the Council of the Province, 
concurred with the Governor, and preſſed them earnell 
to anſwer his Majeſty's Expectations, they came at length t 
this Reſolution only: That 30001. of their current Monty i 
paid for the King's Uſe ; provided that all the Servants il 
lifted iu the Province, whom they had computed at 300, all 
valued at 10/. each, be firft returned to their reſpetive Maſter 
free of all Charges; and ſuch Aſſurances given, as three Pe 
ſons, named in the Reſolution, Hou think fitting, that ! 
aid Servants are returned, and that no Servants be inliſi 
for the future. Theſe being the Conditions on which tl 
Money was given, it will not be wonder'd at, that when d 
laſt Advices came from thence, no Part of it had been paid

But let us now think, what Good muſt 
follow from extending this Inſtruction to the 
poor Negroes alſo. The Servitude and hard 
Labour they undergo, be it as juſtifiable as 
it can, ſurely requires, that we ſhould make 
them all the Amends in our Power: and the 
Danger, into which they have brought our 
Colonies more than once, demands the great- 
eſt Care to compoſe and ſoften their vindictive 
and ſullen Spirits. Now there can be no- 
thing contrived on Purpoſe, more likely to 
effect this, than Belief of the Goſpel : which 
not only forbids in general, both doing and 
recompenſing Evil;* but commands in parti- 
cular as many as are Servants under the Yoke, 
to count their Maſters worthy of all Honour, t 
and be ſubject to them with all Fear, not on- 
ly to the good and gentle, but alſo to the fro- 


ward; 
s Rom. xii. 17. t 1 Tim. vi. 1. 
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ward ; for this is thank-worthy, if a Man 


for Conſcience towards God endure Grief, ſuffer- 


ing wrongfully : u to do Service with good Will, 
as to the Lord, and not to Men ; knowing that 
whatever good any Man doth, the ſame be ſhall 
receive of the Lord, whether he be bond or free." 
The Tendency of ſuch Doctrine muſt be, to 
make their Tempers milder, and their Lives 
happier. And no Imagination can be ſug- 
geſted to them, of any worldly Exemptions 
or Privileges ariſing from their Profeſſion of 


it. For as human Authority hath granted 


them none, ſo the Scripture, far from making 
any Alteration in Civil Rights, expreſly di- 
rects, that every Man abide in the Condition 
wherein he is called, with great Indifference of 
Mind concerning outward Circumſtances: * 
and the only Rule it preſcribes for Servants 
of the ſame Religion with their Maſters, is, 
not to deſpiſe them becauſe they are Brethren; 
but do them Service the rather,y Nor hath 
Experience at all ſhewn the Behaviour of ſuch, 
in the preſent Caſe, to be different from 
what Reaſon would lead us to expect. On 
the contrary, in a great Rebellion of the Ne- 
groes at New York, only two of thoſe who 

had

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had received any Inſtruction, and only one 
who had been baptized, was ſo much as 
ſuſpected of being guilty; and he was after- 
wards acknowledged to be innocent: but 
the deepeſt in the Conſpiracy were the Slaves 
of thoſe Perſons, who had oppoſed the moſt 
warmly all Endeavours for their Converſion. 
It may therefore be depended on, that Suc- 
cels in theſe Endeavours will both be a Se- 
curity, and every Way an Advantage, to 
their Proprietors. And if it doth procure 
the poor Wretches themſelves a little more 
kind Uſage, they will then be fitter to re- 
ceive it: and at preſent, as much as can be 
ſafely allowed them, is but their due. The 
Apoſtle's Injunction was made not only for 
Slaves, but for ' Heathen Slaves: Maſters, 
give to your Servants that which is juft and 
equal: knowing that ye alſo have a Maſter in 
Heaven: * neither is there reſpect of Perſons 
with him. And if their becoming Chriſtians 
will help, as it certainly will, to obtain them 
ſuch Treatment ; putting together their Con- 
dition and their Numbers, there are but few 
Things, which, even on that Account, com-

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Then as to the Influence of Chriſtianity 5 
on the Indians: it muſt undoubtedly reſtrain N 
their mutual Barbarities, which it doth not 7 
appear what elſe will, and diſpoſe them to a 
ſettled and orderly Life. By means of this, be 
they will come to enjoy the Benefit of Agri- 
culture, and of all the Arts that are uſeful in 
Society: they will of conſequence grow hap- * 
pier and more numerous: and as they will 
become at the ſame time more. harmleſs 920 
too; it would be both an immoral and a wt 
falſe Policy, to envy them theſe Advantages, i 
They have yielded up to us a conſiderable Hz 
Part of their Country: and it is but common ſery 
Gratitude, to ſhew them the Way of living Re 
comfortably. in the reſt. We have introdu- pre 
ced amongſt them both Diſeaſes, and Vices, MW 
which have . deſtroyed great Numbers of pre: 
them: Surely it is fit we ſhould communi- and 
cate ſomething good to them. It may be ÞW 1c ; 
feared they are hitherto the worſe for their peo 
Knowledge of Us: but they will certainly MW Mz, 
be the better for the Knowledge of our Re- W Vir; 
ligion. And the more they are prejudiced MW 7:4;

Nor ſhould it be forgotten, that every ſingle 
Indian, whom we make a Chriſtian, we 
make a Friend and Ally at the ſame time ;

| whoſe Inftigations almoſt all that we have 
| ſuffered by them is allowed to have come. 
| But the temporal Advantages of propa- 
cating Chriſtianity are infinitely the leaſt. If 
L we allow but the Truth of natural Religion, 
. we muſt admit the future, as well as preſent, 
Happineſs of Mankind to depend on pre- 
ſerving and diffuſing the Knowledge of that 
Religion. And there is neither Inſtance nor

of any Perſon's enjoying that Life and Im- 
mortality, which Feſus Chriſt hath brought to 
Light,Þ but ſuch as believe in him: theſe 
Conſiderations, without limiting at all the 
free Mercies of God, cannot but ſhew us the 
great Superiority of our own Condition, and 
make us aſk, with great Sollicitude concern- 
ing others: How then ſhall they believe in Him, 
of ubom they have not heard? And how ſhall 


they hear, without a Preacher? And how ſpall 


they preach, except they be ſent? i Our bleſſed 
Lord hath intruſted his Followers, to preſerve 
his Goſpel in Purity, where it is; and com- 
municate it, where it is not. By their faithful 
Diſcharge of theſe Duties formerly, we our- 
ſelves were deliver d from the Bondage of Hea- 
theniſm into the glorious Liberty of the Chil- 
dren of God.* It now belongs to Us, in our 
Turn, to ftrengthen our Brethren," and call 
them that are afar off m and where ſhall we 
find Properer Objects of our Care and Zeal ?

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Perhaps it will be faid, They ought to 
maintain their own Teachers. But this can- 
not be expected from the Heathen, who are 
inſenſible of their Want of them: nor from 
thoſe of our own People, who are too like 
Heathen, and have not the Senſe of it which 
they ought.

For 
there are very indigent Parts, as well as very 
opulent.

As ſoon 
as ever there is Room for it, they will be lef 
to build by themſelves on the Foundation 
laid : and the Society will go on to new 


Work. Enquiries are conſtantly made, what WW v 
each Congregation can do: and Miſſionaries of 
have been with-drawn, till they will do it la 
For we are not only deſirous, but under fo 
Neceſſity, of being as frugal as poſſible, h gr 
the daily Increaſe of Petitions for Help. We 
But ſome will object farther, that all the va 
Aſſiſtance we can give Chriſtianity, is to it: 
ſec 


much wanted in our own Country, to admit 
of any Schemes for propagating it in foreign 
ones, And would to God theſe Perſons would 
alk themſelves, whether they are indeed de 


firous of removing the Objection they make 
0 
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or only argue againſt this and that Way of 
doing Good, to ſave the Expence of doing 
it in any Way. A true and judicious Zeal 
will carefully avoid raiſing an Oppoſition be- 
tween two Charities; which is a much ſurer 
Method of hurting the One, than ſerving the 
Other: whereas with this Precaution, a firſt 
ſcarce ever ſuffers conſiderably, if at all, by 
ſetting up a ſecond; but Men's Hearts are 
enlarged to contribute to Both. Every ſingle 
Member of the Society for promoting Chriſti- 


an Knowledge at home, was originally in- 


corporated into Ours for ſpreading it abroad. 
That Society is at this Day promoting the 
ſame Knowledge in the Eaſt, as well as here; 
whilſt We are doing it in the Weſt. Many 
of us belong to Both: and promile ourſelves a 
larger Share of the Bleſſing of God in Each, 
for neglecting Neither. In theſe Nations 
great Proviſion is made already, and greater 
we hope will daily be made, for oftering Sal- 
vation to Mankind. They who will reject 
it after all, muſt do ſo, and take the Con- 
ſequences. But let Us, in nothing terrified 
by our Adverſaries, ſtrive together for the 


Faith of the Gofpel en and not only ſuſtain a 


Defenſive War, but ſhew, that attacking the

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Dominions of our Lord and Maſter ſhall 
increaſe our Zeal to extend them. Our Co- 
lonies receive from hence a great deal of what 
is bad. We ſend them our Malefactors: 
we ſend them our immoral and irreligious 
Cuſtoms: we ſend them our infidel and pro- 
fligate Books. Surely we ought to do ſome 
Good, where we do ſo much Harm. And 
conſider, To whom is it done? To our Coun- 
trymen, and Fellow-Subjects: diſtant indeed 
from us in Situation, but cloſely connected by 
the ſtrongeſt Ties. To Them ; to their Ser- 
vants and Neighbours it is, that we are im- 
parting Happineſs; and poſſibly ſecuring it 
to ourſelves or our Poſterity there, if God 
ſhould permit us at home to ſuffer what we 
deſerve. 

Now this *** right Deſign can- 
not be carried on, but under the Direction of 
a regular Society. For without it, ſmall Be- 
nefactions could not be applied at all: and 
large ones muſt be applied ſeparately, to 
great Diſadvantage: no uniform Influence 
could be preſerved, no ſettled Information 
had ; nor any of that Experience gained, 
which reſults from long and extenſive Ac- 
quaintance with the State of Things. What 
ſort of Perſons they are who compoſe this 

Society,

Society, will appear from the printed Liſt. 
None of them receive any temporal Advan- 
tage from being Members of it. They are all 
obliged to ſubſcribe a yearly Contribution to 
the good Work they undertake. A conſide- 
rable Number of the Chief of them conſtant- 
ly attend upon it. And they will admit with 
Pleaſure every ſerious Chriſtian, who offers 
himſelf, and is qualified to affiſt in it. Their 
ſtanding Rules are publickly known, allow- 
ed to be good, and faithfully obſerved. They 
give the World a yearly Account of their 
Succeſs, with an Abſtract of their Receipts 
and Diſburſements. They deliver yearly the 
Particulars of them to the Lord Chancellor 
and two chief Juſtices. And they have pro- 
ceeded from the Beginning to this Day with 
great Unanimity in all their Affairs. 

It hath been pretended indeed, that immo- 
tal and negligent Men are employed as Miſ- 
ſionaries. And to ſay that this hath never 
once happen d, would be going too far. But 
that it hath frequently happen'd, or ever for 
want of due Care, is utterly falſe. Strict 
Examination is made at firſt into the Cha- 
racters of all that are offer d; ſtrict Enquiry 
into their Behaviour afterwards: and exact 
Accounts required from them twice a Year,

of what Duty they do, and what Progreſs 
they make. The moſt earneſt Requeſts, the 
moſt ſolemn Adjurations are ſent, that all 
who can, would give any uſeful Intelligence 
relating to them: and great Regard is always 
paid to ſuch Intelligence: yet very few Com- 
plaints are brought in, either from good 
Will or bad. Too many, it muſt be owned, 
of deſperate Fortunes and Characters, who 


are or pretend to be in holy Orders, tranſport 


themſelves into America, and behave there as 
it may be expected they will. But we have 
no Concern with any, whoſe Names are not 
ſeen in the publick Liſt of Perſons receiving 
And the larger the Num- 
ber is of vicious Clergymen, who go thither 
of their own. Accord; the more is the need 
of ſending as many worthy ones as poſſible, 
to correct their Influence. 

Were there room indeed for making larger 
Allowances, more Perſons of great Abilities 


might be had. Were there better Oppor- 


tunities for a learned Education abroad, more 
of the Natives of our Colonies would be fit- 


ted for the Work: which they would un- 


dertake with many Advantages above ſuch as 


go from hence. And had they Biſhops there, 
theſe Perſons might be ordained: without the 
Incon- 
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Inconveniencies of a long Voyage: 'Vacan- 


cies might be ſupplied in much leſs Time: 
the primitive and moſt uſeful Appointment of 
Confirmation amight be reſtored; and an or- 
derly Diſcipline exerciſed in the Churches. 
Nor would ſuch an Eſtabliſhment encroach 
at all on the preſent Rights of the Civil Go- 
vernment in our Colonies; or bring their De- 
pendance into any Degree of that Danger, 

which ſome Perſons profeſs to apprehend ſo 
u frrongly on this Occaſion, who would make 
e no manner of Scruple about doing other 
ot things much more likely to deſtroy it: who 
g ue not terrified in the leaſt, that ſuch Num- 
n. bers there reject the Epiſcopal Order entirely: 
xr nor perhaps would be greatly alarmed, were 
ed ever ſo many to reject Religion itſelf: though 
le, Wl evidently in Proportion as either is thrown 
off, all Dependance produced by it ceaſes of 
get I courſe.

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Purpoſe: which God incline the Hearts of 
all, in whoſe Power it is, to promote as it 
deſerves! But in the mean time, let it not be 
imagined, that the Difficulties we-labour un- 
der are too heavy to be overcome. Difficul- 
ties are Arguments for nothing, but more 
Zeal and more Liberality. For if we ſtop, 
till we have every thing that Ow be wiſh- 
cd, When ſhall we go on? 
Another Objection to the Conduct of — 
Society is, that they haye ſent Miſſionaries 
to ſome Places, in which there were already 
Chhriſtian Aſſemblies eſtabliſhed and ſupport 
ed. But in one Sort of theſe Aſſemblies, 
there is no Chriſtian Miniſtry, no Celebrati- 
on of the Sacraments of the Goſpel. In 
another, Infants are denied the Sacrament oſ 
Baptiſmn. And in the leaft exceptionable, 
there are ſeveral Things, which the Conſci- 
ences of many, we apprehend with great 
Reaſon, cannot acquieſce in; who were not 
therefore to be left deſtitute of publick Wor- 
ſhip: eſpecially as our Charter was granted, 
in expreſs Terme, for the Maintenance of ai 
Orthodox Clergy. in thoſe Parti. And thei: , 5 
Members of this Church, I am ſorry to fa MW thous 
it, lying under peculiar Burdens in one con- ned. 
derabe agg 
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ſiderable Province, * whieh other Profeſſors 
of Chriſtianity do not, though equally Diſ- 
ſenters from the Majority there; they ſeem 
of Right entitled to ſome peculiar Aſſiſtance 
in return. We have obtruded the Service of 
the Church of England no where : we have 
ſettled no Clergyman any where, without 
the Inhabitants requeſting it, and contribu- 
ting to it: we have ſent no Succeffor upon a 
Vacancy, without their renewing that Re- 
queſt, But if the Proviſion, which we have 
made for the People of our own Communi- 
on, hath proved inftrumental at the fame 
time to bring others over into it: we hope 
there is very far from being any Harm done. 
Indeed Unity of Profeſſion amongſt our- 
elves, effected by Methods of Peace and 
Charity, will greatly recommend our Reli- 
gion to the Tnfidels: who elſe may be tempt- 
ed to continue as they are, for want of know- 
ne with whom ta on.

Every Man's Charities indeed) ought to be 
left to his own Choice. Bat ſo many, even 
of thoſe who are bountiful in other Ways, 
neglect pious Uſes almoſt entirely, that good 
Perſons have both Opportunity and Reaſon 
for allotting to Theſe a large Proportion of 
their Beneficence. And amongſt theſe, as 
That now under Conſideration is of too ex- 
tenſive a Nature ta be throughly compre- 
hended by every one, and : at too great a Di- 


' ſtance. 
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ſtance to make any ſtrong Impreſſion on the 
Generality of the World ; they who do form 
juſt Conceptions, of it, ſhould, in proportion 
to the Smallneſs of their Number, be the 
more liberal to it: as in truth there is need. 
The only certain Income we have, is a Trifle: 
not ſixty Pounds a Year. The voluntary 
Subſcriptions, tho' they are ten times greater, 
are not a fifth Part of the annual Expence. 
Hitherto therefore almoſt all hath depended 
on occaſional Gifts: which,  after- ſinking 
much lower than they were formerly, for 
ſome few Years increaſed again. On this 
Encouragement, © the Society, importuned 
continually for new Miſſionaries, with an 
Earneſtneſs which nothing but Neceſſity could 
juſtify reſiſting, made a great Addition to 
their Number.

And Perſons in Arrear to Reli- m 
gion and Charity, have an excellent Oppor- 8 
tunity offer d them, of paying the Debt. * 
They who plead the multitude of other th 
Expences, might, a very great Part of them, 
by withdrawing but a little of what they 

ought from their Luxury and Vanity, quali- 
fy themſelves for Liberalities, which will turn 

hereafter to a much better Account. And 

ſuch as make the Increaſe of Taxes their Ex- 
cuſe, ought to conſider, that as Providence 
hath brought that Increaſe upon us, by per- 

mitting us to ſuffer ſo much from our Ene- 

mies, in that Part of the World, where we 

have done ſo little for God; eſpouſing His 

Cauſe is the likelieſt Method of deriving a 

Bleſſing on our Own: and if we neglect it, 

whatever may befall us there, we muſt im- 

pute to ourſelves. We enjoy very great Ad- 

vantages from thence : the Government, large 

Revenues ; the Nation in general, a moſt be- 

neficial Trade ; every. one of us, ſomething 

or another, uſeful or agreeable in Life, It

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is therefore our common Concern, both to do 
Good where we have received it; and to do 
it in ſuch manner, as may beſt ſecure our 
continuing to receive it. But they more eſpe- 
cially, who are now raiſing Fortunes by Com- 
merce with our American Settlements, or 
who poſſeſs acquired or hereditary Eſtates, of 
which that Commerce laid the Foundation, 
they ſhould think often, how much hath ac- 
crued to them from the Produce of theſe Co- 
lonies, the Country of theſe Judians, the La- 
bour of theſe Negroes; and reflect very ſeri- 
ouſly, what Returns, poſſibly Juſtice, at leaſt 
Gratitude, and in many Caſes Prudence alſo, 
as well as Piety, direct them to make. 

Some perhaps may approve one Part of 
this Undertaking beyond the reſt : and what- 
ever they give, will be applied, if they deſire 
it, to that alone. Some may be unwilling 


to let their Benefactions appear: and ſuch 


may with Eaſe tranſmit them privately : the 
Donation will be acknowledged, the Donor 
unknown. But though Charity given in ſe- 
cret, from a Principle of Humanity, be lau- 
dable in the higheſt Degree; yet when the 


Motive is Fear of Ridicule or Cenſure from 


a profane Age, this argues a Weakneſs of 
Mind, very dangerous to thoſe who are in- 
2 influ- 
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fluenced by it, and very prejudicial to Reli- 
gion: which cannot have a more ſeaſonable 
Service done it, than if all Perſons indeed, 
eſpecially of Rank and Influence, who in- 
wardly wiſh, well to it, would openly patro- 
nize the ſeveral Deſigns. formed to promote 
it. F 
The Deſign now before us, both deſerves 
and requires a general Co-operation, to pro- 
duce its complete Effect: That they ho are 
able, ſhould contribute to it, in proportion to 
their Ability; and they who are not, ſpeak 
well of it, and pray for it: that we of the 
Society ſhould be vigilant and active, prudent in 
and impartial in our Adminiſtration: that W 4; 
Perſons in Authority abroad ſhould counte- W 2½ 
nance and protect the Work; for in their MW fes 
Power it is, to forward or obſtruct it very n 
greatly: that the People in general there, 
ſhould not only be willing to let all under 
them and around them partake of the Grace 
of Life,* but earneſtly invite them to it, with 
Meekneſs of Wiſdom, and by the moſt. pre- 
valent of Arguments, .@ good Converſation. 
But beyond the reſt it is neceſſary for every 
one concerned in the immediate Execution of 
the Deſign, always to remember, that bad

on, it will be yet worſe in Them, if they 
take an uncommon Character upon them-

The Reverend Mr. Miller, Miſſionary at 
Braintree, writes, by a Letter dated Auguſt 
the 4th of November, That in Obedience to 
the Commands of the Society, he would 
afford the deſtitute Church at Scituate what 
Aſſiſtance he could; and that he would go 
thither ſhortly, and acquaint them with the 
kind Concern of the Society for them. He 
adds, that a wealthy Jamaica Merchant had 
reſided a conſiderable time in his Pariſh on 
account of his Health, and they converſed 
together frequently about the beſt Method of 
inſtructing the Negroe Slaves; and the Gen- 
tleman objected the very great Difficulty of 
inſtructing adult Negroes brought from Gui- 
nea on account of their Stupidity, the Va- 
riety of their Languages, &c. but agreed 
with Mr. Miller, that the young Negroes 
born upon the Plantations might be in- 
ſtructed at an eaſy Rate by Schools erected 
on purpoſe to teach them; and faid, he 
would himſelf take this Method, if he lived 
to return to Famairca ; but it pleaſed God to 
take him out of this Life ſoon after, without 


an Opportunity of putting this 9000 Reſo- 
lution 
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lution in Practice. Mr. Miller, ſince his laſt 
Account of Baptiſms in Zuly. 1739, had 
baptized nineteen Infants and one Adult. 


The Reverend Mr. Uſer, Miſſionary at 
Briftol, writes by a Letter, July 15. 1740. 
That he hath lately baptized two Adults 
after full Inſtruction, the one a White, the 
other a Black; and that he hath one re- 
markable Convert from Drunkenneſs, whom 
God hath been pleaſed to pluck like a Brand 
out of the Fire, when through that filthy 
Vice he was fallen into, it ; and upon this Ac- 
cident he had taken ſome Pains with him, 
who thus awaken'd to a Senſe. of his Sins 
hath been for two Years an Example of 
Sobriety and Virtue.

The Reverend Mr. Johnſon, Miſſionary at 
Stratford, gives an Account of the State of 
his Pariſh by Letters dated April the 5th and 
November the 10th, 1740. He ſays his Pa- 
riſh is in a good Condition; and that he had 
ſince his preceeding Letter of September the 
oth, 1738-9. had four Families added to the

Mine near that Place; and the reſt are very 
deſirous of conforming to the Liturgy of 
the Church of Exg/and, and are building a 
Church for that purpoſe, and would gladly 
have a Miſſionary appointed to them; but at 
preſent, a diſcreet, virtuous young Man, bred 
at Newhaven College, one Mr. Thompfon, reads 
Prayers and Sermons to them; and he, to- 
gether with ſome other well-deſerving young 
Men, both in Newhaven and Cambridge 
Colleges, would willingly enter into the Ser- 
vice of the Society: And Mr. Jobnſn de- 
fires ſome Common- Prayer Books, Cc. for 
the Poor. The Society hath fent him twelve 
Common-Prayer Books, fix Copies of. he 
Whole Duty of Man, and fifty of Biſhop 
Beveridge's Uſefulneſs of the Common-Pray- 


er, to be diſpoſed of at his beſt Diſcreti- 


on. Mr. Jobnſon certifies Mr. Brown, the 
Society's Schoolmaſter at Stratford, his good 
Behaviour and Diligence in teaching thirty-

1739. writes, That it gives him a ſingular 
Satisfaction, that the Society are pleaſed to 
make him an Inſtrument in ſo good a Work, 
and he endeavours to the utmoſt of his Abi- 
lities to anſwer their pious Intentions; and as 


often as the Maſters will permit the Negroe 


Slaves to attend him, that is, chiefly on 


Sundays, he teaches and makes them to re- 

eat a Part of the Church Catechiſm, which 
be afterwards explains in ſuch a manner, as 
is beſt ſuited to their Capacities, and thanks 
God, he hath not laboured in vain; for that 
a great many of his Negroe Catechumens 


can repeat the whole Church Catechiſm, and 


give a tolerable Account of their Faith; and 


ſome of them are well qualified, and have 
been

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been admitted to the Lord's Supper. And 
by a ſecond Letter, dated New York, July 1 5. 
1740. Mr. Charlton returns Thanks for twen- 
ty- five Common- Prayer Books, and fift 
Catechiſms, ſent by the Society for the Uſe 
of the Negroes; and ſays, that the Reve- 
rend Mr. Commiſſary Veſey the Rector, and 
the Veſtry of Trinity Church in New York, 
have printed there between two and three 
hundred Catechiſms for Catechumens; and 
he was then training up more than twenty : 
Negroe Children, and near an equal Num- 
ber of Adults in the way of Religion, who, 
as they are qualified, are admitted to Ba 
tim; and fince the 2oth of April 1732, 
the time of Mr. Char/ton's Appointment to 
the Office of Catechiſt, to the 20th of April 
1740, one hundred and ninety-eight Ne- 
groes have been admitted to the holy Sacra- 
ment of Baptiſm there.

And by a 
third Letter, dated November the 1 1th, 1740. 
Mr. Charlton writes, that his Catechetical 
Lectures are well attended, and he hath 
more than fifty white adult Catechumens,

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creaſes too, and the ſpiritual Knowledge of 
ſome of them is ſach, as might make many 
of thoſe, who have had more happy Means 
of Inſtruction, aſhamed, would they be pre- 
ſent at their Examinations; and there have 
been one and twenty more Negroes bap- 
tized ; that the whole Number of .

Settlers chiefly from Jreland, who prove a 
very ſober, induſtrious and religious People;

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he adminiſtred the Sacrament to them for 


the firſt time on Whit/unday laft, when he 
had ten Communicants, and doubted not to 
have double the Number next time; and he 
had preached alſo ſeveral times'in Dutch to 
ſome Dutch People, who do not underſtand 
Engliſb. Mr. Barclay, about the Middle of 
Auguſt, preached likewiſe in the Indian Lan- 
guage to a great Number of the fix Nations, 
in the Preſence of the Governor and Coun- 
cil, then met together to renew the League 
of Friendſhip with the Engliſb, and had the 
Pleaſure to be well underſtood by all the 
Indians; and the ' Mohocks made their Re- 
ſponſes ſo regularly, and behaved fo devout- 
ly, as to ſurprize agreeably all the reſt of the 
Congregation; and Mr. Barclay intreats the 
Society, if it can by any means be afforded, 
to appoint an Indian Schoolmaſter to teach 
their Youth to read their own Language, 
there being ſeveral Indians well qualified for 
that Office; the Society hath directed Mr. 
Barclay to appoint one of them to it, with 
the Approbation of Lieutenant Governor

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Clarke, and of the Commiſſioners for Indi- 
an Affairs there. Mr. Barclay had baptized 
within eleven Months preceding, at Albany 
and Fort Hunter, fiftybſeven Infants, and one 
Adult an Indian.

The Reverend Mr. Roſs, Miſſionary at 


Newcaſtle, gives an Account by a Letter, da- 


ted Sept. 15. 1740. That one of his Pariſhio- 
ners having married a Quaker, laboured for 
many Years under Scruples about Baptiſm and 
other Points, occaſion'd chiefly by reading 
Barclays Apology, the Poiſon of which 
Mr, Smith's Preſervative againſt Quakeriſm 
had been of great Service to him in expelling; 
and on the Sunday preceding the Date of his 
Letter, this Perſon brought his nine Children 
to Church to be baptized ; of whom the 
ſeven eldeſt gave a very diſtinct and good Ac- 
count of their Faith, and repeated the Church 
Catechiſm to the great Satisfaction of the 
Congregation ; and the two youngeſt an- 
ſwered by their Sponſors. Mr. Roſs ſome 
time ago gave the Society an Account, that 
his Son Eneas Roſs, born upon the Miſhon, 
was of a proper Age, and very deſirous 1

| hoped, that both as to Morals and Learh d 
ing he would be found worthy of Acceptance c 
and Letters from the Reverend Mr. Com ſ 
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miſſary Cummings, and from ſeveral Miſſio-

good Learning, and, in their Fudgment, might 


be uſeful to Religion there; the Society direct- 
ed Mr. Roß to ſend his Son to England; and 
after proper Examination he hath been ap- 


proved of, and ordained Deacon and Prieſt : 


by the Lord Biſhop of London, and appoint- 
ed Aſſiſtant to his Father, with the ſmall 
Salary of 20 J. per Annum, (the Society's 
Circumſtances not permitting a larger) till 
they ſhall have an Opportunity of providing 
better for him: and in the mean time he is 
to officiate at Briſtol, White Clay-Creek, and 
Fogg's Mannor in Penſytvania. © 


The Reverend Mr. Backhouſe, Miſſionary 
at Cheſter, writes by a Letter dated Aug. 23. 
1740. That the Churches under his Care 
are in a good Condition, and his Communi- 
cants are increaſed to above fixty; and he 
had baptized within twelve Months forty 
Children, of whom two were Negroes, and 
five Adults, viz. a Gentlewoman about forty 
Years old, and four Negroes. | 


The Reverend Mr. Becket, Miſſionary at 
Lewes in Suſſex County, writes by a Letter 
dated June 11. 1740. That his People are 
conſtant Attendants on Divine Worſhip, in- 


ſomuch that on Sundays more of them gene- 


rally

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— — come to the Churches chan they can 
contain: and that the Inhabitants of 3 up- 


per Part of the County had petitioned the So- 


ciety for a ſecond Miſſionary, upon a moſt 
true Allegation, that the four Churches, each 
at 2 conſiderable Diſtance from the other, in 
the County, are too much for him to attend; 

tho' he doth his beſt, and officiates once on a 
Sunday in every three Weeks in three of 
them, and once in the middle of every Week 
in the Church near the Center of the Coun- 
ty. But by the great Fatigues reſulting 
hence, he hath often contracted ſevere IIl- 
neſſes, and begins now to grow in Years; 
however, thro' the Bleſſing of God, he will 


go on chearfully to do what he is able in the 


Performance of his Duty in this great Cure, 
until the Society ſhall be pleaſed to appoint 
a ſecond Miſſionary to it. It is not without 
very great Regret, that the Society hath found 
themſelves obliged not to comply with this 
very reaſonable Requeſt for the preſent, thro' 
the very low Eſtate of their Caſh. Mr. Becket 
hath baptized from the 3oth of April 1739, 
to the 3oth of April 1740. one hundred and 
eighteen Infants, and ſeven Adults, and the 
Number of his Communicants are generally 


about fifty. 


The Society hach received 0 Letters thi 
Year from North Carolina;

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But from South Carolina, the Reverend 
Mr. Guy, Miffionary at St. Andrew's Pariſh, 
by a Letter dated March the 26th 1740. ac. 
8 the Society, that the Members of his 

Congregation are very well behaved People, 
and conſtant in their Attendance at the Houſe 
of God, and very kind, and affectionate, to 
him their Miniſter. He had baptized from 
the 11th of June 1739. twelve Children, one 
Adult white Woman,” and one Adult Negroe 
Man ; and as the Pariſh of St. TFohn's Colleton 
is yet unſupphed with a Miniſter, he viſits 
that Pariſh, and officiates there as often as 
he can; and Mr. Guy adds his own to the 
Requeſt of the Inhabitants of that Pariſh, 
that the Society will be pleaſed to appoint 
them a Miniſter, towards whoſe Maintenance 
they have already purchaſed a Glebe of 300 
Acres of Land contiguous to the Church, and 
are preparing Materials for a Parſonage Houle.
